PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS: Fiction 
July 9 
Totheroh, Dan DEEP VALLEY Le B. Fischer 


A much better than average first novel, which wont sell itself, but which 
will reward some special attention. An unusual book, sad, affecting, which may well 
appeal to those who liked Moontide. A story of two against the world, set in Califor- 
nia's bleak, isolated Big Sur country. The two are Libby, lonely, set apart by a girl+ 
hood in a house of hatred, where her mother and father never spoke; and Barry, her 
first contact with an outside world, when he comes through as part of a convict chain 
gang working on the new highway. It is a case of love at first sight - he escapes and 
they find reality in a deserted house, where they hide out. There are days of stealth, 
of terror, of violence when Barry shoots a man to avoid recapture. They retreat fur- 
ther into the hills - Libby, pregnant, stays with a sympathetic couple. At the last, 
Barry returns to fight a forest fire, and gives his life to save others, and to redeem 
the future for Libby and their child. Skillfully done, but limited in market. $2.50

Cheney, Brainard RIVER ROGUE Houghton, Mifflin 


A violent and turgid story of the rivermen of the Georgia and Florida river 
roads and of the seaport town, Darien, where the lumbermen congregate, where the logs 
are sold. Ratliff Sutton was raised by Negroes and labelled with the despised "white 
nigger" tag; he felt all hands were against him except for Poss, his Negro pal, and 
Unc' Mundy; he grew up tough and hard and bitter and early earned the reputation of 
"river rogue", trouble shooter, fighter, and the ablest raftsman of them all. He 
fought the big companies, first squarely, then crookedly. He steered clear of women 
until he hitched his wagon to the star of China, madam of the Birdcage, who stood by 
him even when he married a girl of the social set which ruled the town - and found, 
too late, that even that did not bring him the recognition he craved. This is the story 
of a man who rose to prominence the hard way; it is Caldwellish in its details and 
tough and hard and raw in spots. But it has a vigor and power - it is a new back- 
ground - and it does for Southern lumbering what River Lady does for the North.

Cozzens, James Gould THE JUST AND THE UNJUST Harcourt, Brace 


There's faint flavor of The Last Adam (Cozzen's best book, in this reader's 
opinion), more in the sureness of his understanding of the undercurrents of village 
thought and way of life than in character. The setting is a county seat during a 
murder trial; the characters are primarily the lawyers on the case, with the ramifica- 
tions of their families, and with but slight touching upon the principals of the trial 
or the jury. And yet all fit together into a pattern that - in the final analysis - 
shows how even the fumblings of the law and the trial by jury processes work together 
to some sort of result. One feels, in the main characters, a new grouping of personal- 
ities in a community:- they are Abner, acting as prosecuting attorney, as, presumably 
a step towards filling his superior's shoes in the next election, - Bonnie, to whom 
he is engaged in a typically New England offhand way, - Jesse, small time boss, whose 
control of his fate irks the independent Abner, and Harry Wurts, attorney for the de- 
fense, glib, clever, smart alecky. Abner is prickly and difficult and outwardly un- 
appreciative of the human values of his relationships, but learns - in a series of 
small shocks to his ego, and in the culmination of the trial with his totally unexpec- 
ted defeat in the jury's verdict, that life must be one of adjustment and compromise. 
The story is not the trial - it is the town, the interweaving of the trial with the 
daily round, the afterhours and social "doings" - and as such it comes alive. There 
is no character drawn so satisfactorily in the round as the doctor in The Last Adam. 
One gets less convincing a picture of the community. But the use of the trial as a 
lever is fresh - and its subordination to other aspects of life make it different from

I was fascinated by this - but in the afterthoughts felt that the idea was 
better than its final form. The first two thirds are superbly done; the last third 
has a slight sense of letdown - she doesn't quite know what to do with the creature 
she has created. The period is five years after a German victory; the place - pos- 
sibly Poland or Czechoslovakia, and a section somewhat removed from the center of the 
stage, to which a politician who was not 100% sold on the Leader's policies had been 
sidetracked as Governor. There his old friend, a retired General, also a rebel, 
visits him, and they dare voice, in secret, criticisms and doubts of the regime. To 
this place comes a scientist, empowered with authority to use the community as a guinea 
pig for an experiment in brain surgery, making robots out of men - and women — and 
children. Miss Jameson makes one feel the village, the people living in their mem- 
ories and their hopes for the future, despite the present. And then memory and thought 
and hope are taken, and only in an old woman who had not seemed worth the experiment, 
is tradition kept alive. And in one young woman, who had escaped to bear her child 
away from the creeping horror, and to raise the child of a friend, who had died bear-~ 
ing him. The final scene is some years later. The old woman still lives; the young 
woman creeps back, with the children; and in the robots, the effects of the operation 
are beginning to wear away, glimmerings of memory, stimulated by inanimate things, are 
starting to make them live and feel again; and to them comes the command, by under- 
ground, to join forces with the revolutionaries who will bring freedom to their land. 
Symbolical -— fantastic - interpret it as you will, there is a compelling quality in 
the story which starts one&S imagination along new lines. And Storm Jameson's style is 
that rare thing today - a thing of sure beauty. Try your Nathan fans - they should

Avery Hopwood Award - 1941 - but it falls far below the standards set by 


such books as Loon Feather and Fireweed, Theoretically, one approves youth writing of 
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the problems of youth; actually, youth seems to lack the perspective to view those 
problems. In this book, the action follows the progress of a girl growing up, - a 
girl gently born, surrounded by security and comfort up to her thirteenth year, and 
then forced to face a sharp downward curve. The setting is the mid-west, New York of 
the twenties, California - but the mood is that of the mid-west viewing the coasts. 
Authenticity is ticketed by a nostalgic flavor of popular songs, plays, books, super- 
ficial frosting of labor problems and politics - but there's small success in the re- 
calling of underlying moods. Karen is just such a girl as most of us knew, - self- 
centered, priggish, set in her ways. She lost the father she adored, the home she 
took for granted; she was jealous of the pretty sister who had all the attention, and 
acquired a solemn beau of her own, only to pull away from the reality of his groping 
passion. His successors, - including George who is a sort of permanent undergraduate 
star, all peter out - but our Karen seems to learn little from her experiences in life

Dorrance, Ward THE SUNDOWNERS Scribner 


A novel which falls into the autobiography - cum-way-of-life class, and is 
hard to classify for sales. I found it delightful reading - but could have wished it 
had been issued as straight autobiography in the Lanterns on the Levee school. (It is 
less wistfully nostalgic, more hard-headed, but equally a contribution to American 
folkways.) In the story of Noel Deslaurier (known to the community as one of the 
Shelleys, through his mother and his grandfather), one comes to feel almost part of 
the life of a Missouri plantation a generation ago, of a leisurely philosophy of life 
which put a pattern of work and play, of fishing and coon and possum hunting, of horses 
and dogs - above the push of ambition to "be something". There's the grandfather, Mr. 
Joseph, a grand figure; there's his wife, Miss Milly, and Noel‘s mother, Miss Julia; 
there are the colored people who are identified with the family, particularly Nabob, 
who was Noel's pal and tutor in the ways of "menfolk". Noel has it all in his blood 
and bones and his attempt to break away and carve a city life for himself in St. Louis 
is abortive. He comes back to the shiftless but real Ratcliffs, and to the girl he

Marks, Percy FULL FLOOD Reynal & Hitchcock 


Popular problem novel, well handled, and keyed to the tastes of his sure 
following. A famous, well-meaning surgeon, Kingman, takes over the physical problems 
of a hunch-back, and - ignoring the psychological - comes closer to killing than cur- 
ing. Terry Price loses the adjustment to his deformity that he had acquired; he gives 
up his ideas of leading a normal life; he breaks with his fiancee. Then comes the 
chance.to use his exceptional knowledge of Japanese, against doctor's orders, and - 
in spite of an acute case of overwork - he regains his security, goes ahead physically, 
and makes up with Nan. Again Kingman interferes, but this time Terry's grandmother 
stands between them and finally makes him realize that the spiritual factors are as 
important as the physical. A contemporary feel is given by Terry's having a chance to 
do his part for the Intelligence Service.

This first attempt to establish a fur trading post on the Columbia, 1910-12, 
forms the background for this story of Mark Denny, a young doctor who is persuaded by 
Astor to go on the expedition, and who accepts as an escape from his thwarted love 
for India de Chambord. India has married the leader of the secret British expedition 
designed to destroy Astor's plans, and mishaps to both vessels result in the lovers 
meeting again in Hawaii, where India bears her child. The story falls into two parts - 
Manhattan in 1810, with the ambitious Madam Jumel climbing the social ladder, and the 
DePeysters angling for moniedconnections to supplement a falling income, and the Astors 
a negligible factor in the social scheme, a growing power in the business world. Then q 
comes the frightful voyage under Captain Thorn, who outdoes Captain Bligh in cruelty 
and inhumanity - and gets his return in kind, first in the Islands, then in the North- 
west when the Indians revenge his insult to their chief. The brief, inglorious attempt 
costs the lives of all. Sperry is best known for his adventure stories of the Pacific 
area, boys books with a successful record. This is, I believe, his first adult novel, 
but bears no imprint of expanded juvenalia.

It is hard to divorce one's personal interest in a background and a subject 
from appraisal of a book for a public with no comparable reason for such interest.

* This is a disturbing and an exciting book. If the de Seversky book had 
not jumped the gun on the matter of air warfare over all, this book would, perhaps, 
have provided even greater controversy. Coming after the de Seversky, and bearing a 
less provocative title (and less wishful thinking), it may fall short of achieving quite 
the market its content and viewpoint rate. The author, who has just returned from a 
three months study of aerial warfare in England as a guest of the British Air Ministry, 
opens his book with a detailed description of the Battle of Britain and the lessons 
learned. Ziff feels that the air arm proved its position as a self-sustained force, 
and that time, resources, geography, demand concentration on air craft almost to the 
exclusion of the other branches. He then proceeds to study the axis blueprint, to 
discuss the great question marks in the Axis timetable, Russia and China. He sees India 
and the Near East as two pivotal points. He quarrels with the appeasement policies 
towards Vichy, Spain, etc.; he argues in favor of a more aggressive South American 
policy - and defense. His main thesis, however, is the strengthening of air power 
through an intense concentration of all facilities to expand it, to increase the air 
attack on Germany, to make that second front now and make it an air front launched 
from England. He differs from de Seversky in being more realistic as to the present 
equipment and its immediate use; others may differ with him in his understress of the 
importance of the Pacific area. There are points open to criticism, but by and large 
it is convincing reading, and should prove an eye-opener for those who ignorantly de-
